The board of directors of th° C"tn- 


rnunity Welfare Association held th^ir 
monthly meeting: ypsterday and dis- 
cussed the problem which has arisen 
as result of the increased demand for 
outside relief.

adopt a poljcy under which children 
and ailing persons in families need- 
ing relief should have priority in all 
claims and that relief be reduced to 
the very essentials.

report showed that 230 rails were 
made at the office during March. 520 
visits were made 'two more t^an in 
February) 
and service rendered to 


200 families. 
The amount of mon»y 


actually spent in affording relief to 
families was 
$1.495.20 against $1.- 


370.36 in February. 


To offset the mounting burden in 
meeting the local contingency the sec- 
retary reported certain compensating 
factors.

THE PERIL OF NARCOTICS 


BY CAPTAIN RICHMOND P. HOBSON. 


•1—Histbry of the Peril- 


Humanity has entered suddenly a 


new environment of peril'—the peril 
of narcotic'addiction. 


Already, so quickly that we scarce- 


ly can realize what has happened, 
habit-forming drugs mean terror and 
suffering for millions, with America 
leading the world in consumption of 
opium, morphine, cocaine and heroin. 


For 
other perils—venomous 
rep- 


tiles, poisonous plants, wild 
beasts, 


storm and flood—*the race, in the slow 
process' of 
evolutionary experience, 


has found its defenses, based on ac- 
quired Knowledge of the thing to^Jbe 
feared. 


For this new peril there is no pre- 


cedent in racial experience. Its sud- 
denness has found mankind unprepar- 
ed to meet or combat it. 


Modern chemistry, largely respon- 


sible, as yet offers no sure defense 
against the Frankenstein of its own 
creation. 
In its effort to alleviate 


human suffering, science has increas- 
ed the sum total of human misery, and 
has lent itself to the merciless exploi- 
tation of the race. 


About 100 years ago a chemist dis- 


covered how 
to produce morphine 


from opium. Then the menace ex- 
tended to Europe, whose traders had 
exploited opium in Asia to the great 


degradation and misery of the Asi- 
atics. ' 
About 50 years ago another chemist 


produced cocaine. Thia increased the 
menace and extended the scope of ex- 
ploitation for addiction purposes. 


$n 1898 a chemist discovered hero- 


in, another child of opium, and four 
times as powerful aa morphine. Then 
the present stage of the menace, now 
a pressing peril, began. 


In 1909, heroin appeared in Amer- 


ica in the practice of medicine. 
Al 


first it was not believed to be habit- 
forminjr. 
The medical profession af- 


ter a time outlawed its use. It is no 
longer recognized as a legitimate drug 
in medical practice. 


Soon, however, heroin was recog- 


nized as more capable of commercia 
exploitation than any other narcotic 
The great expansion of narcotic ad- 
diction in America, given impetus by 
heroin, dates from about 1910. This 
expansion continues almost uncheck' 
ed. in spite of legal restraint and ef- 
forts at salvage of victims. 


European" chemists have discoveret 


how to manufacture narcotics from 
coal-tar. New drugs are anticipate 
more powerful than those now used 
with such deadly results.
